Being Put on Spot; 
Governors Maneuver

The pace of politics quickened 
today. One state heard last-min­ 
ute 
campaigning. 
Presidential 
candidates personally appealed to 
another state's Democrats. Gov­ 
ernors met and maneuvered. 
The maneuvering took place in 
Glacier National Park, Mont . site 
of the governors annual confer­ 
ence. 
It involved an attempt Sunday 
to put Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller 
of New York on the spot and an 
accusation, quickly denied, that 
Sen. Lyndon B Johnson of Texas 
was using his legislative power to 
gather votes for the Democratic 
nomination. 
The appeals involved a meeting 
in another part of Montana. Sens. 
John F. Kennedy of Massachusetts 
and Stuart Symington of Missouri 
attend the State Democratic Con­ 
vention in Helena today. 
The campaigning took place in 
North 
Dakota, 
where 
voters 
choose a new senator Tuesday. 
The results could affect the farm 
policy strategy of both parties in 
the ¿residentlal election. 
At the conference. Gov 
Rock­ 
efeller’s 
Republican 
colleagues 
asked him to join them in sign­ 
ing a formal statement pledging 
support to Vice President Richard 
M. Nixon in the presidential race. 
Rockefeller refused, saying he 
couldn’t as head of an uncommit­ 
ted delegation to the Republican 
convention. 
Rockefeller has said he would 
he available for a draft at the 
Republican convention 
On the Democratic side. Gov. G. 
Mennon Williams of Michigan told 
a news conference of a report that 
Johnson had threatened to block 
the medical care bill for the aged 
if Williams 
supported 
Kennedy. 
Williams did just that. 
Williams 
said 
the 
threat 
by 
Johnson, Senate Democratic lead­ 
er had been made to President 
Walter Reuther of the United Auto 
Workers and relayed to Williams. 
But Johnson said in Washing­ 
ton: “ It ought to he evident to 
anybody that this is pure political 
convention nonsense ” 
At the Montana convention, Sy­ 
mington said the people of the 
mountain state "have had enough 
of the stagnation policies of the 
Republicans in the fields of re­ 
clamation, 
mining, 
and agricul­ 
ture ” 
Kennedy, en route to the Mon 
tana convention, held a brief news 
conference in Des Moines, Iowa, 
Sunday. 
"If the farm policies of the pre­ 
sent administration are followed 
in the next few years, they will 
bring a recession,” he said.

To Be Opened in Columbus 


Plans for 
major 
improvements 
on Route 22 cast of Circleviilc have 
been completed by the Ohio Depart 
ment of Highways, according to an 
announcement issued today in Col 
urn bus. 
Contractors will bid 
tomorrow 
for the 4.6-mile project 
Estimated final cost of the im 
provement, 
including 
right-of-way 
ami engineering expenses, Is $1.2 
million. Completion Is set for June. 
1961. Traffic will be detoured dur­ 
ing 
the 
construction 
period 
via 
Route 188 and Route 674. 
Beginning near Hargus Creek 
just east of the Circlevilie-Washing­ 
ton Tw^p. line, and ending in Fair 
field County just beyond the Route 
674 intersection, the 
project 
will 
entail flattening hills, filling 
hol­ 
lows, and widening the pavment 
to 24 feet. A few sections needing 
no grade changes, will be widened 
and resurfaces! only. 
One curve, near the

Route 22 forms pan of the High­ 
way Department's major truck sy* 
tern, and is scheduled for a series 
of long-term up-grading 
projects.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Secre­ 
tary of Defense Thomas S. Gates 
Jr. says the Soviet Union is not 
likely to start a major war, but 
may cause cold war pressures 
“ that might involve us in minor 
military actions.”

militarily 
ready 
and 
sound" to deal with either a small 
conflict or a major war. 
“ Our readiness is intact 
and 
sensible, and we can quickly de­ 
ploy forces and augment forces 
if we need to do so,” he said. 
He urged Congress both to pro­ 
vide funds for a new Navy air­ 
craft carrier and to increase the 
amount voted by the House for 
foreign aid. 
The carrier “ is probably one of 
our great limited war weapons 
systems.” Gates said. 
The question of an additional 
carrier is now before a Senate- 
House Conference Committee. The 
House refused to provide money 
for one, but the Senate voted 293 
million dollars.

for $1,337,000,000 for rifles, tanks, 
troop carriers and other military’ 
hardware.

"D O A T IN G is a lot like marriage," someone once said. 
“ If 
■**■* you've never had experience with it, you won’t believe 
anybody s description . . . and if you have, anything you might 
say is entirely inadequate.” 
How true. Cruising along a lak® affords pleasures which 
adjectives just don t seem to be able to describe. The slap of 
the water against the hull, the slight roll of the boat, the fresh, 
"clean ’ air are just a few of the sensations a boater enjoys. 
There are many folk, non-swimmers especially, who feel boat­ 
ing is dangerous. This is not necessarily true. A few rules and 
the use of common sense and courtesy are all that stand be- 
•tween fun and enjoyment and an accident. The Red Cross has 
shown that accidents don t just happen, they’re caused. Th« 
first place to begin safe boating is to remember to carry the 
required equipment aboard. 
This is required by the Federal Boating act. The Coast 
Guard and local enforcement agencies are checking all boats 
to make sure safety precautions are observed. In the abov« 
photo safety patrolman Harry Wilson, patroling Ohio’s Mus­ 
kingum Watershed Conservancy district, shows these required 
items. 
Any boat under 26 feet must have two lights, a white one in 
the stem and a combination red and green on the prow or 
front deck. A Coast Guard approved life jacket or vest, ring 
buoy, belt or buoyant cushion in good condition are required for 
each person aboard. A fire extinguisher (ore shown in the 
picture uses a dry chemical, is mobile) also is required. 
Proper ventilation should be provided, but the outboarder 
need have no concern here. A horn or whistle is required in 
boats longer than 16 feet. An anchor and paddle can be car­ 
ried for extra precaution.

There are many folk, non-swimmers especially, who feel boat­ 
ing is dangerous. This is not necessarily true. A few* rules and 
the use of common sense and courtesy are all that stand be- 
•tween fun and enjoyment and an accident. The Red Cross has 
shown that accidents don t just happen, they're caused. Th® 
first place to begin safe boating is to remember to carry the 
required equipment aboard. 
This is required by the Federal Boating act. The Coast 
Guard and local enforcement agencies are checking all boata 
to make sure safety precautions are observed. In the above 
photo safety patrolman Harry Wilson, patroling Ohio's Mus­ 
kingum Watershed Conservancy district, shows these required 
items. 
Any boat under 26 feet must have two lights, a white one m 
the stem and a combination red and green on the prow or 
front deck. A Coast Guard approved life jacket or vest, ring 
buoy, belt or buoyant cushion rn good condition are required for 
each person aboard. 
A fire extinguisher (one shown in the 
picture uses a dry chemical, is mobile) also is required. 
Proper ventilation should be provided, but the outboarder 
need have no concern here. A horn or whistle is required in 
boats longer than 16 fe e t An anchor and paddle can be ear­ 
ned for extra precaution.
